ADMINISTRATION 


When  President  Pulliam  came  from  an  executive  position  in  the  hHarrisburg  Pubhc  Schools  to 
take  the  presidency  of  Southern  llhnois  Teachers  College,  he  brought  with  him  a  background  which 
will  serve  him  well.  He  come  to  head  the  college  m  which  he  had  once  been  a  student.  As  an 
alumnus,  he  knows  and  loves  the  school.  He  is  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  community  and  the 
means  afforded  by  the  college  to  fill  these  needs. 

President  Pulliam  has  a  high  conception  of  what  teacher  training  ought  to  be  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  times,  and  to  that  end  he  has  instigated  curriculum  revision  through  a  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose. 

Our  stadium  which  now  exists  only  as  a  vision  will  at  a  not  too  distant  day  stand  on  our  campus 
as  testimony  to  the  optimism,  initiative,  and  determination  of  a  president  whose  interest  and  effort 
are  directed  toward  the  development  of  Southern  Illinois  Teachers  College.

Also  as  head  of  the  Education  Department, 
he  is  particularly  fitted  for  the  chairmanship  of  the  committee  for  instructional  improvement  recently 
created. 

As  Dean  of  Women,  Miss  Woody  renders  on  invaluable  service  to  women  students.  By  her 
effort,  girls  who  come  and  remain  here  under  a  handicap  leave  with  a  wholesome,  happy  outlook. 
Dean  Woody  has  enabled  many  to  stay  in  school  who  could  not  otherwise  have  done  so.  Miss 
Woodys  enthusiasm  as  head  of  the  Household  Arts  Department  is  on  inspiration  to  her  students. 

This  year  the  newly  created  position  of  Dean  of  Men  was  ably  filled  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Lentz,  instructor 
in  the  History  Department,  who  also  became  Chairman  of  the  Illinois  Teachers  College  Faculties 
Executive  Committee  which  consists  of  one  representative  from  each  of  the  five  teachers  colleges 
to  orronge  for  a  general  meeting  of  the  faculties  and  to  prepare  its  program.  Further  Dean  Lentz 
is  manager  of  the  night  directory  and  member  of  the  Housing  Committee.  The  three  deans  are 
ex  officio  members  of  the  school  council. 
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Miss  Marjorie  Shank  and  Mr.  Edward  V.  Miles  have  been  instrumental   in  effecting  a  smooth 
transition  during  a  change  in  the  administration  of  the  college. 


Miss  Shank's  fifth  year  as  Registrar  has  witnessed  her  success  not  only  in  that  office,  but  also 
in  the  Geography  Department  of  which  she  is  a  member.  With  Mr.  Schroeder,  Miss  Shank  has  this 
year  evolved  a  new  system  of  registration  calculated  to  facilitate  the  process.  Countless  curricular 
problems  of  individual  students  and  instructors  ore  solved  at  her  desk.

Roscoe  Pulliam  was  formally  inaugurated  as  President  of  Soutfiern  Illinois 
Teachers  College  in  the  Shryock  Auditorium  on  October  7,  1935.  In  his 
inaugural  address,  the  new  head  of  the  college  presented  the  modern  con- 
ception of  ideal  teacher-training  as  it  has  developed  since  our  first  presidential 
inauguration  sixty-one  years  ago. 

Following  the  invocation  by  Reverend  Burgess,  Mr.  John  Dill,  local 
member  of  the  Normal  School  Board,  introduced  the  speakers.  Mr.  John 
Wielond,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  emphasized  the  cultural 
opportunities  offered  by  normal  schools  to  their  communities.  Dr.  W.  P. 
Morgan,  president  of  Western  Illinois  Teachers  College  at  Macomb, reviewed 
the  impressions  left  on  this  college  by  former  presidents.
